to the one-yard line at the end of 
the third quarter. and after the 
teams changed their positions: on 
the field Hatton scored.

carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons deésiring to engage in business under a fictitious name ` 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti-
